In the last leaflets the effect of the free coinage of silver 
on wages in general lines was shown. It is equally interesting 
to see what the effect would be upon certain classes of 
employes. 

No class is more important in number or in its relation to 
the business of the average community than railroad employes, 
and no class would be more disadvantageously affected. 

The reason for this lies in the fact that the railroads in 
many states would be unable to advance their rates for passen- 
ger and freight service, although their fixed charges and neces- 
sary expenditures would be enormously increased when meas- 
ured by the depreciated money which would surely follow free 
coinage. The reason of this is the fact that passenger and 
freight rates are limited, either by statute or by state commis- 
sions, in fully one-half of the states. It is not probable that 
the state Legislatures or commissions would consent to an in- 
crease in the rates which the railroads might charge. 

Much more of the depreciated money which the rail- 
roads would receive for their services would be required for 
the payment of bonded indebtedness, interest, repairs, fuel and 
other necessary expenses of operation. With their hands tied 
in the matter of prices which they could charge for their ser- 
vices and their officials compelled to spend much more of the 
currency received for that service in payment of fixed charges 
and absolutely necessary expenses of operation, there would 
be but one way that they could economize, and that would be 
in the matter of wages paid to their employes. 

Railroad men who are assuming that lree coinage of 
silver would give them more wages may find themselves 
greatly mistaken. They may find not only a reduction of the 
purchasing power of every dollar paid them, but a reduction 
of the number of dollars which they receive. 

If anybody doubts that the railroads would be driven to 
a step of this kind, or to an absolute suspension of business 
unless they were able to persuade the state authorities to 
allow them to increase their rates, let him examine the follow- 
ing list of states in which the rates for railroad charges are 
controlled by state authority.

Jacksonville, Fla.,,Oct. 8.— Every 
report In regard to the storm increase* 
the death list and the estimation of the 
property lost The condition of the 
people in the storm district Is appalling 
and there is urgent need of aid to pre- 
vent starvation. Advices from Baker 
say: While the suffering in Baker coun- 
ty Is great from the effects of the 
storm, the damage is also very great. 
It is estimated that the total loss ag- 
gregates 9250,000. Ossulto's loss is 
about $80,000. 

The Baker county commissioners 
have issued an appeal to the governor 
advising and petitioning him to devise 
some means to assist the suffering peo- 
ple of the county in their sad afflictio . 
jcaused by the storm of last Tuesday. 
The people are in destitute circum- 
stances, without shelter to cover their 
heads, without food to appease their 
hanger and a great many are without 
a change of clothing. They suggest an 
earnest call to uninjured counties to 
come to their aid, or if necessary a call 
for an extra session of the legislature.

The Cttr and Czarina Arrive at 
the French 



The Distinguished Couple Received hy 
the President at Cherbourg. 



Shout* of "Long Live the Csarl" "I.oni 
Llv* Russia! ' Meat the Air-It Is Esti- 
mated That On* Million stranger* 
Are In the City ot Paris. 

CmtRBomo, Oct. ft. —The cxar and 
czarina, of Russia, arrived in this city 
Monday afternoon from Portsmouth, 
Eng. 

Owing to the high wind and rough 
water it was with difficulty that the 
Polar Star was got alongside the 
shore. During the manouvering to 
get her in position for landing of her 
passengers the vast multitudes in 
vicinity were perfectly quiet, but when 
the gangway was finally in position 
and the czarina stepped onto the quay, 
followed almost immediately by the 
csar. Shouts of "Long live the Czar," 
"Long live Russia," rent tho air, an 
- were repeated again and again. Hats, 
handkerchiefs and umbrellas were 
waved in the air and the crowd shouted 
, itaelf hoarse in the enthusiasm of ita 
welcome to the guests of France. 
[ The rooms in the arsenal adjoining 
the landing place that had been pre- 
pared for the reception of their majes- 
ties were most handsomely decorated. 
, As the czarina stepped ashore Presi- 
dent Faure presented her a beautiful 
floral offering and uttered a few cor- 
dial words of welcome, after bowing 
to and kissing tbe hand of her maj- 
esty. 

The czar was attired in the uniform 
of a naval officer and wore on his 
breast the grand cross of the Legion of 
Honor. As he landed on the Quay 
President Faure stepped forward and 
greeted him. The czar extended his 
hand and after a hearty handshaking 
the president in a few happily chosei 
words welcomed him to France. The 
czar replied briefly after which M. 
Faure gave his arm to the czarina, and 
with the czar on his light, walked to the 
reception room in the arsenal, where 
the distinguished personages pres- 

at were introduced to their majes- 

The czar and czarina had a short rest 
before six o'clock at which hour a mag- 
nificent banquet was spread in the din- 
ing hall. At eight o'clock the czar and 
csarina and their suites boarded the 
train that was awaiting them at the 
arsenal, a track having been specially 
laid there to and from the station, and 
started for Parle. President Faure, 
inisters and other high officials 
proceeded for Paris on the train on 
which they traveled to Cherbourg Mon- 
day night. 

Paris. Oct. 6 — The boulevards Mon- 
day evening presented a remarkable 
sight. It had been stormy in the early 
part of the day and this caused the 
greatest discomfort to the thousands of 
visitors who had been unable to secure 
lodgings in the city or vicinity. To- 
wards evening the weather that had 
given promise of clearing- la the early 
afternoon, became fine and then the 
principal streets became fairly jammed 
ith people.
